Secretary of State Dement commenced 
his address to the Farmers at the Opera 
Hou se by agreeing with Colonel Carr that 
“ we farmers” have had a pleasant time 
du ring the three days of the Institu te. 
The speaker regretted that his speech was 
made u p to a great extent of dry stalis- 
stics bu t as he was speaking to practical 
men he thou ght the facts he shou ld give 
were 
worthy of 
their 
consideration. 
While the gentlemen present knew all 
abou t local taxes: how they are levied 
and for what pu rpose expended, it might 
be of interest to have a brief review of 
the manner of levying State taxes and a 
few su ggestions as to how the money is 
expended. 
Mr. Dement said, Mr. Cair- 
man; Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Nearly every citizen knows who fixes 
the amou nt of his local taxes and some­ 
thing abou t how they are expended, bu t 
1 ventu re to say there ore very few pres 
ent 
who know who determines the 
amou nt of their State tax, and fewer still 
have any conception of how this vast 
su m is expended. 
Hoping that I can 
give you some information on this su b­ 
ject I have prepared this paper: 
The property of this State will pay in 
taxes this year the su m of $3,8 00,000 and 
in the year 18 8 9, $3,200,000. 
These su ms 
are fixed by an net of the Legislatu re, 
approved Ju ne IT. 18 8 7, which reads as 
follows:—

Be it enacted by the people of 
the State of Illinois represented in the 
General Assembly, that there shall be 
raised by levying a tax by valu ation, u p­ 
on the assessed taxable property of this 
State, the following su ms, for the pu r 
poses hereinafter set forth:

Anything in 
any other act providing a different man 
ncr of ascertaining the amou nt of revenu e 
requ ired to he levied for State pu rposes to 
the contrary notwithstanding; and when 
so ascertained, the Au ditor shall certify 
to the Cou nty Clerk’s the proper rate per 
cent., therefore, and su ch definu te rates 
for other pu rposes as are now or may 
hereafter he provided by law to be levied 
and collected as State taxes; and all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 
This act was passed by the Senate 
withou t opposition, ami received in the 
Hou se 9 0 votes for and 8 agains it. 
it 
was practically passed u nanimou sly, arid 
can in no sense be called a partisan 
measu re. 
It makes it the du ty of the 
Governor and Au ditor to ascertain what 
rate per cent, will be necessary to pro­ 
du ce this su m on the valu ation taxed by 
the local assessors and the State Board ol 
Equ alization. 
The act ol tu u Governor 
and Au ditor in the matter is pu rely eleti- 
cu l. 
They divide the amou nt requ ired to 
be raised by law, v\u h ten per cent, ad­ 
ded fu r abatements and delinqu encies, by 
tire valu ation, au d they obtain the rate 
of fifty three cents on the .hu ndred dol­ 
lars that the property of the .State will be | 
requ ired to pay this year. 
While the Legislatu re fixes $7,009 ,000 
as the amou nt that shall be raised by 
taxation for the two years, they u ppro 
priatc $ 7 .

My judgment, after a careful consider­ 
ation in goiugu'ov er tLese matters, item 
b y item, is, that no material reduction 
can b e made in this v ast appropriation. 
While the State tux is 53 cents on the 
hundred dollars, the hundred dollars is 
nut one quarter of the real v alue upon 
which it is supposed to b e assessed.

doub t v ery much if any b ody pay s on 
one third the real v alue of their property 
of any character. 
The v aluation of the 
property of the State in 1886 was div ided 
as follows: 
On personal property , $147, 
000,000; on lands, $351,000,000; on town 
lots, $227,000,000; on railroads, $62,000, 
000; capital stock of corporations, $4,000, 
000. 
Personal property , railroads and 
corporations pay $213,000,000 of the total 
v aluation; and personal property , rail­ 
roads, corporations and town and city 
lots amount to ov er half the total v alua­ 
tion of the State. 
I see b y the Auditor's report of the 
State of Ohio that Huy expend annually 
for all purposes ov er six million dolJats, 
nearly twice the amount expended b y this 
State, and Oiiio and Illinois are almost 
equal it; population and wealth, *u llml 
extrav agance can nut b e charg'd to Illin­ 
ois when we compare her expend.tun s 
v v ith those of oilur States.

dents it has in all these departments, not 
any of whom could b e dismissed without 
a loss to the State, all b eing distinguished 
in the departments with which they are 
connected, none of whom receiv e a sal­ 
ary of mure than $2,600.; pfer annum and 
! their b oard in the Institution with which 
they are connected. 
Tiiere was appropriated for Commerce 
and Mining the sum of $77,000; $40,000 
of which is appropriated to the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal to enab le it to with­ 
stand the competition of the railroads 
r un n i n g in competition with it, in case 
they should attempt to carry freight for 
nothing along the line of the canal and 
cause its neglect aud disuse. 
This sum 
has b een appropriated session after ses 
sion b ut has nev er b een used; still it must 
b e reappropriated in order to b e av ailab le. 
The appropriation for the Judicial De­ 
partment, $650.705 is expended in the 
salaries of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, and the Judges of the fifty circuit 
courts and the four Superior Judges of 
Cook County , aud the county attorney s 
of 102 counties in the State. 
The salar­ 
ies of the Supreme Judges amount to 
$70,000 for two y ears—$5,000 each per 
annum. 
The salaries of the 50 Circuit 
Judges amount to $350,000 for the two 
y ears. 
The salaries of'the Superior Court

Cook County , amount to 
$49 ,000 for the two >cars. 
The salaries 
of 112 State’s Attorney s amount to $169 , 
523 38. 
These salaries amount to, for the 
two y ears, $638,523.28, 
For the Executiv e Department is ap­ 
propriated $382,89 4.75. 
This is used in 
tb e two y ears for the pay ment of the 
salaries of the State officers, for the v ari­ 
ous State Boards, for the clerical force, 
care and custody of the.State House and 
the Executiv e Mansion and grounds, the 
State Board of Equalization, conv ey ing 
conv icts to the pententiary . and for the 
arrest of fugitiv es from justice, etc. 
The Legislativ e appropriation of $39 2, 
300 is to pa>’ the per diem of the m em ­ 
b ers of the General Assemb ly , tb e officers 
and employ ees, and all expenses con- 
nected,with the session of the General 
Assemb ly . 
The appropriation of $384,000 for the 
military forces of tb e State is used to 
pay the expenses of the Illinois National 
Guard 
during 
the riots of 
1886, at 
St. Louis and Chicago, and to pay the 
expense of maintaining them during the 
two y ears, from July 1, 1887, to July 1, 
1889 . 
There was appropriated for the Penal 
and Keformitory Institutions, $010,49 7,54. 
Neurly one-half of tb la sum is appropri­ 
ated to maintain the conv icts that will 
not b e employ ed on the expiration of 
contracts. 
The people of the State v oted 
to amend the State Constitution prohib ­ 
iting the leasing of conv ict lab or, conse­ 
quently as the contracts expire conv icts 
must b e maintained at the expense ot 
tb e tax-pay ers. 
Heretofore, the peni­ 
tentiary at Joliet, has b een self sustain­ 
ing— that is, it required nothing for feed 
ing, clothing and guarding conv icts, ami 
any appropriations it has receiv ed hav e 
b een lor pirm auent inpruv ements ou the 
State property . 
The cost of feeding has 
b een ab out nine cents per man per day : 
the whole expense per day for a conv ict 
and the salaries of the commissioners 
has b een ab out 19 cents. 
Part of this 
$616,IKK) goes to the Southern Penitenti 
ary , at Chester, for a new cell house 
All money appropriated ou account of 
contracts expiring will not b e used, from 
the fuet that the conv icts are not increas­ 
ing just at this time iu the Joliet peni­ 
tentiary , and all that are therejare needed 
to till the contracts not y et expired. 
The Reform School for b oy s at Pontiac 
is under this constitutional amendment,
